of no Biniill importance. To this town tlio 
accomplishment of the water schoine portends 
much. It meana release from tho bondago 
of being compelled to conaume water which 
by no strotoh of imagination could be called 
pure, and which iVas no doubt the primary 
cause of that dire epidemic which a couple of 
years ago cut olf in thoir vigor many of our 
moat promising youth aa well as those in tho 
prime of life. It means also the power to 
fertilise and beautify what has for years lain 
an arid waste, and has contributed not a 
little to the discomfort and pecuniary loss of 
our citizens and tradera, to say nothing of 
the unenviable reputation the town has ac- 
quired througli it : we refer to the sandy re- 
aerves, which witli every breeze of wind have 
amothered tho town in almost impalpable 
dust. Theso wastes, when sown and sub- 
jected to frequent and copious overflows of 
water, will bo rendered verdant spots which 
will not only gladden the eye but be turned 
to profitable account. Again, the new water 
supply will be the means of rendering our 
homos more attractive as well as more agree- 
able. With plenty of. water available, who 
will not cultivate a plot around his abode, in 
wliioh ho and his family may spend many an 
hour of pleasant and profikable recreation '? 
Even with the limited and imperfect supply 
now at command, many residents have en- 
deavored to improve their situation by culti- 
vating a garden, and the result of theso 
labors under great disadvantages may be seen 
to-day by any observant person. Many other 
beneficial results whioh must accrue from the 
waterworks scheme could be mentioned, but 
even those noted will amply repay the ex- 
penditure of money and brains necessary to 
successfully carry out the undertaking in its 
entirety. Tlie scheme has not been brought 
to its ]iresont satisfactory position without 
much tliought atid careful calculation- by 
those to whom it was entru.stcd, and although 
they may not be free from having committed 
some blunders, yet on the whole we think 
the Council have, so far, acted with com- 
mendable zeal and prudonoe, and for which 
they deserve credit from the conmumity, 
Wlien the proper season arrives it will be our 
duty to more olosuly follow up the history of 
difficulties attendant on the initiation and 
carrying through of the scheme. Meanwhile 
it may be marked as a red-letter day in ouv 
social calendar that a start has been made in 
the much needed work.

It is notitied that H. J, Copo, of Laho 
Hayea, has filed a deed of asaignraent iu favor of 
his ereditora. Dcdaratioiia of insolvoncy have 
also been made by George Barnett and F. J.

A correspondont addresses us from Car- 
drona, under date 12th inst. , and among other 
matters remarks :~European miners on the 
whole are doing b.adly, the Chinese getting the 
bulk of the gold you see on the escort. There 
are no public works going on, with the exception 
of the employment of three Chinamen and two 
white men . The place is fast coming to grief 
through the following reasons ; — The Miners’ 
Association is merely a name here j they do not 
try to forward the mining interest. The Pro- 
gress Committee are about to hold a public 
meeting after being in office about sixteen 
months instead of twelve. We have a store- 
keeper here who manages so that any one in- 
debted to him can get work on tho track be- 
tween here and. the Arrow, whether the work is 
necessary or not. The writer goes on to speak 
of a hotel in his vicinity where the “goings on 
is something horrible,” and which he wonders is 
not put a stop to by the police. He hopes the 
Licensing Court will look into the conduct of 
the house referred to. ' Sheep w. cattle on the 
commonage is likewise alluded to, the writer as- 
serting that owners do not pay any assessment. 

By reference to report of Municipal pro- 
ceedings it will be seen that the tender of Mr J. 
Dfummy for laying tlie water . mains has been 
accepted, the price being £330 7s. We are 
glad to see Mr Drummy, with his usual energy, 
is los'ng no time in pushing on the work, a 
number of men being busily enaaged cutting the 
bed up tbo face of the hill to\v.ards the source ot 
supply.

DEATH BY DROWNING.

The gloom and despondency which h.as re- 
cently overcast the district by reason of the 
Very large number of deaths which have 
lately taken place (during the last eight 
day.s the remains of no less than three old 
and well-respscted residents having been 
followed to the grave) was intensified when 
tin Monday evening it was rumored that a 
man had been drowned in the Clutha River 
close by the town. The startling report 
proved to be only too true, and tho parti- 
culars of the painful mishap wa have been 
able to g.atlior are as follow Among the 
jiiissengera who arrived on Monday evening 
by the Tiiapeka coach was a man booked 
through to Queenstown in the name of 
Thoniiis, which, however, is thought to be 
an alias. After having tea at Kidd’s Hotel, 
the landlord asked if the traveller would like 
a wash. He replied that if he were obliged 
with a towel lie would prefer going down to 
tho river for a swim. Having procured a 
towel, he proceeded to the river, .accom- 
panied by a fellow-passenger named Camp- 
bell .and <a man named Collins, who volun- 
teered to point out tho usual bathing-place. 
Arrived at the spot, Collins warned Tlionnas 
repeatedly as to the dangera of the river, 
and indicated that for safety ho should swim 
up the stream close to tlie bank. Heedless 
of this advise, deceased — after vainly endea- 
voring to induce Campbell to go into the 
river with him — plunged from a rock out 
into the stream, whore the current caught 
him and swept him down tiro river. Collins 
says ho ap])cared to be swimming with the 
current when he shot botivoen two rocks pro- 
jecting out of tho water and which cause a 
rapid. .\flcr clearing tliis, Thomas was 
swppt close to the opposite bank, where his 
companions think ho could have got to land 
had lio been sufHciently eollcotod, or desirous 
to niako tho attempt. Instead of so doing, 
however, ho attempted to battle his way np- 
stro.am again, and was caught in .an eddy 
which carried him down about ,a hundred 
yard.s, w'hcre the water breaks into a series 
of r.apids, hopeless for the strongest swimmer. 
Just hero the unfortunate man threw up his 
liaiuls, gave one despairing cry, and disap- 
peared from view, 'i’homas’ actions ai-e de- 
scribed as having been peculiar throughout 
his jouruoy up, which Icad.s to a belief tlpit 
he was not altogether in his right mind.

CROMWELL HOSPITAL. 



The quarterly meeting of contributors to 
me above Institution took place in the Town 
Hall on Thursday evening. The attendance 
Tas not large. Mr G. W, Goodger, viee- 
wesident, occupied the chair. 

I After confirmation of minutes, the secre- 
tty read the finandial statement for the past 
qiarter, ended 31st October. It showed re- 
cilpts to amount to L.703 8s 3d, of which 
siljn subscriptions and donations contributed 
LB3 15s ; paying patients, L.49 l.li ; the 
Giberniuent subsidy was L.417 10s 9d ; the 
baknee in bank <at end of previous quarter 
bo4g L.2 7s (id — making a total income of 
L.7^3 8 s 3d. During the quarter the ex- 
pei^ituro amounted to L.389 Is 3d, leaving 
a balance in bank of L.314 7s 2d. Adding 
to tlfis sum the amount duo by tho Ooveru- 
meni for subsidy from May 2oth, viz., 
L. 27 I 13s 6d, made a total asset of L.585 
C* 84 Again.st this h.ad to be placed out- 
standng liabilities of L.230 Is 3d, leaving a 
balanb in favor of the Institution at end of 
Octobir of L354 19s 5d. Tlie statement 
went ta to show that during the quarter the 
averagl number of indoor patients treated 
was 74, 'at an average daily cost ot 6s 4d e.ach 
patient.)

■chanical effects went well. The club may be 
justly proud of the performance, as it was a 
heavy piece, and they evidently gave the 
utmost satisfaction to their audience. The 
next entertainment will take place about 
Christmas, when Rory O’More will bo played. 
The finances of the Club will have been re- 
cruited by the late performance. 

The Templars have drawn up a programme 
for sports at their proposed picnic on Boxing 
Day. The prizes will amount to about L.CO, 
ami it is intended, as only one day’s sports 
will be held, to have but few events, but 
those carrying substantial prizes, so as to 
attract good talent. 

The Hospital funds must miss the annual

At tlie present time we have 
been assailed by a sho.al of subscription- 
lists. The Church of England here owes 
about L.30, and Mesdames Stratford and: 
M'Hutohpson took round a list witli good ' 
results. The school has also a debt, which ! 
its friends are trying to extinguish by taking 
round lists ; and apropos of the school, it 
may be mentioned that the Templars have 
been of value to the School Committee, as 
they pay L.IO annually for rent of the room, 
and they gave the proceeds of their last 
annual celebration, abiuit L.12, to the school 
funds. The lists for the Christmas sports 
will soon ho about, so that with these and 
the numerous smaller events requiring aid 
in cash, this small community has ample 
opportunities of e.xorcising the virtue of 
cliarity. 

Cricketiu.g shows signs of revival. The 
Club here practised last Saturday, and it is 
announced that the Invercargill Club has 
sent a challenge to an eleven from the VVaka- 
tip to play a match at tlie former place, — 
L.30 boing offered towards payment of tlie 
expenses of the team. No doubt tho chal- 
lenge, if made on such terms, will be taken 
up, .as we havo many who fancy themselves 
at this sport. 

In mining matters, I havo to report the 
cheering news that the Niagara Oo., Arrow 
River, (sometimes called tho Rule Britannia,) 
are on some good gold. The Universal and 
Arrow United Companies will soon be in a 
position to commence pumping, and if fa- 
vored with fine weather nmy .astonish tho 
natives this season. Barclay’s reef at tho 
Twelve-Mile h.as boon visited by Mr Warden 
Stratford, to whom excellent prospects wore 
shown ; and it is undors:ood that some tracks 
to open up the diiliciilt country in which it 
is situated will bo recommended to tho Gn- 
vornmeut, as Mr Stratford has always shewn 
most ccimmondahle anxiety to forward tho 
progress of the field, whio)i is daily rising in 
imnortanco. 

From Skippers reefs, I learn that some of 
tho tribiitors have employed men to test tho 
Toef on claims .situated two nr three miles 
distaut. Iti one of them the reef was struck, 
and gold seen in the stone, only two feet 
from the snot which was indicated by com- 



pass observations as tho lino of the roof, 
showing that tho lode runs very straight in 
one course. Southberg'a party are making a 
now tramway from their Otago claim to their 
battery, and are coating the timber with 
pitch to preserve it. Tliey are getting out 
plenty of good stone from this claim. Many 
of the Shotover niinew are turning their at- 
tention to the Twelve-Mile reefs, and fresh 
discoveries may bo anticipated. 

Those of your readers who are Templars 
will please bear in mind th.at the election for 
an important office, that of Deputy for the 
united districts of Cromwell and Wakatlp, 
will be held this week ; and it has been 
nnanimonsly decided by all the Lodges here 
to give a block vote for Bro. Maoklin for that 
office. He is living at Queenstown, so that 
messages and letters can meet with instant 
attention. He has been tho leader of the 
temper, anco movement here for some time, 
and is looked upon as next to Mr Peach for 
suitability for the office. It would be a 
graceful act, and conducive to unanimity 
among the lodges, for the Cromwell ledges 
to aid the Wakatip in returning Bro. Maok- 
lin, especially as Cromwell has hitherto en- 
joyed the ptesenoB of a Deputy. 



CARDRONA.

[from our own correspondent,] 

, November 9, 1875. 

“There is something rotten in the state 
of Denmark” is a remark that may appro- 
priately be applied to Cardrona. Trade, 
i business, and raining look anything but 
healthy. Several claims have been sold, and 
a number of miners seem seized with a per- 
fect disgust of the place. This state of things 
might be altered if the business people in 
general and publicans in particular, instead 
of resting upon their oars in sleepy anticipa- 
tion of something turning up, would only 
put their shoulders to the wheel. A pros- 
pecting association should be formed at once, 
and the terraces at the back of and below the 
township — in which gold is known to exist — 
receive a fair trial. 

A sum of £500 was voted last session for 
the formation of a road between Cardrona 
and Crown Terrace, and the Goldfields Sec- 
retiiry on his last visit stated that the money 
would be available and the road commenced 
early in September ; but as yet nothing has 
been done in that direction, or seems likely 
to be done. Perhaps the Progress Committee 
at their annual meeting — which by-the-bye 
is two months overdue — will be fble to throw 
some light upon wavs that are dark. 

The Banner of War claim, better known 
as the “ Geordies,” which was offered at 
auction during the race week, has been sold 
privately to Mr Robert M'Dougall. It is 
much to be regretted that the late sharehold- 
ers in this claim did not drive across the 
deep ground, as they had all the necessary 
pumping appliances for so doing. The shal- 
low ground averaged very fair wages. As 
much as £12 lOs per man a week was got 
shortly before selling the claim, and this 
would naturally lead to the supposition, tliat 
heavier deposits would be met with at deeper 
levels. Nevertheless, nothing was done to 
prove the deep ground. The late party were 
perhaps the most industrious and steady 
men on the creek, yet they lacked that en- 
thusiasm and sanguineness without which 
fhe miner becomes a more day-labourer. 

In the case of Boase and others ti. .\dam- 
sou, for a dissolution of partnership, the 
Warden ordered the claim, plant, races, etc., 
to bo sold by auction. The sale took place 
on the Otii inst., and resulted in the lot being 
knocked down to Mr Robert Adamson at a 1 
low figure. The claim is known as the I 
Pirate, and has been worked seven or eight i 
years. Several runs of gold have been traced l 
and partly worked in it, one run averaging ; 
about L. 8 per week for fifteen months. Of! 
late the yield has been poor, but with an ' 
incline and trucks instead of buckets and 
windlass, this claim should pay well. 

In the Empire, which is the only steady 
paying ' claim on the creek, they are now 
busy putting in prospecting drives at low 
levels. They have a deal of water to contend 
with, pumps at the upper and lower ends of 
tho claim being kept constantly going. I 
hope shortly to be able to report something 
good from this mine. 

The Miners’ Association held their annual 
meeting on the 2Gthuit., at tho Golden Age 
Hotel. Owing to tho illness of the Presi- 
dent, the chair was taken by Mr A. Austin, 
who, in opening the proceedings, took occa- 
sion to comment in strong terms upon the 
scant support and utter indifference shown 
by a number of miners towards the institu- 
tion. The Secretary read the annual report 
and financial statement, which were adopted, 
A resolution, “that It is desirable to con- 
tinue tho Miners’ Association on the Car- 
drona,” was carried ; and another also, 
“ that the Committee of last year retain 
office for tho next twelve months.” An 
j amendment that a new Committee be elected 
was lost. A tirade against the late Commit- 
tee by a disappointed commonage monopolist 
was received by the mooting with loud disap- 
probation. A vote of thanks to the late 
Committee and one to the Chair brought tho 
meeting to a close.

MR CASSELLS’ RESIGNATION. 

To tlie Editor of tlm Cromwell Aerus. 

SiR,-^In yonr issue of the 14th duly last, a 
par.vgr.'iph appeared in reference to my retiring 
I from the Otago I’olieo Force. No dmilit m|ny 
I persons were surprised on hearing of my doing 



BO ! my acts Wore not those that would lead tho 
public to believe I intended to do so. 

Sir, as I am not connected with the Force 
now, I am at liberty to bring the matter under 
the notice of the public, stating my reasons for 
retiring. On the 2Gth April last, when return- 
ing off duty near Oarriokton, the troop horso 
that 1 was riding fell, thereby causing a fracture 
of my collar-bone, disabling aud rendering me 
unfit for duty. To recover health, I had to 
Seek surgical aid. On the following day, 27th 
April, it was reported to the Commissioner of 
Police that I was disabled, giving particulars as 
to tho manner in which I became disabled and 
the nature of injuries received. On receipt of 
said telegram, the Commissioner issued nn order 
for my removal to Dunedin no sympathy ex- 
pressed towards me. This order I eonsi'lered 
tyr.annical, and not in accordance with discipline. 
I looked on it as a punishment, not a benefit, as 
might have heen expected under the circum- 
stances. I thought it rather harsh to be or- 
dered to Dnnodin when I was supposed to be 
lying on the broad of ray back, suffering from 
injuries received when in the execution of my 
duties as a police officer, Such orler did not 
tend to hasten my recovery, but added to my 
mental debility, 1 was led to ponder as to how, 
at that inclement season of the year, I could 
remove such a distance with a large, helpless 
family, at a cost of at least seventy pounds ; to 
break up a home, and obtain aud furnish one in 
Dunedin. 

Sir, under these circumstances I considered 
there was no inducement for me to remain longer 
in the Force, and T thought it prudent to claim 
my discharge, Had the order been held over 
until 1 became convalescent, I would not have 
murmured. The instructions were to remove 
when sufficiently recovered. 

Now, Sir, if I was a useless member of the 
Force, and became disabled through misconduct, 
I could not have been treated more harshly. I 
could stand discipline. I was tririncd to it. 
But I could not stand what 1 considered ty- 
ranny, more especially in a free country, as this 
is supposed to be. I have served for a period of 
better than twenty-eight years in different 
police-forces, — Irish Constabulary, Yiotorian 
Police Force, etc. During that period I have 
seen men become disabled when on duty, but I 
never saw any treated in such a manner as I 
have been. On the contrary, I always saw the 
greatest kindness shown towards those becoming 
so dis!ibled. Sir, I had no intention of leaving 
the Force, nor woul 1 1 have done so had I not, 
as I considered, been harshly treated. After 
tho many years that 1 have served, it is but 
natural to suppose I am unfitted to follow any 
other occupation, at least anything manual or 
laborious. Hail any sympathy or indulgence 
been shown towards me, as an old member of a 
Force would expect, I would not have retired, 
It is no wouder disaffection creeps into the 
ranks. 

Mr Editor, during the time I was laid up and 
under orders for removal, several letters ap- 
peared in the coluihns of your paper in reference 
to my removal, one of which I cannot pass nii- 
nntioed. It appeared in your issue of tho 2nd 
•Tune, signed M, Fitzgerald. At th.at time 1 
iiad to keep silent ; it is now so long gone by I 
will not dwell on it, more than to state that I 
saw nothing in the letters alluded to by Mr 
Fitzgerald to hurt his feelings or those of Con- 
stable M 'Gann. Mr Fitzgerald appears to have 
followed up Coi>stable M'Gann’s footsteps closely 
from station to station. I quite agree with him 
as to Constable M'Gann’s qualifications. I be- 
lieve be is a man that is inclined to perform his 
duties independently, and may be college-bred 
for all that I know. Such qualifications I do 
not profess. Was I so accomplished as described 
by Mr Fitzgerald, ambition moat likely would 
urge me nn to seek a more important position in 
tho avorld than that of a police constable. Un- 
fortunately, I had not the means to obtain ac- 
complishments of such a n.ature. However, Mr 
Editor, I will .allow tho public to judge as to my 
conduct and efficiency as a police olficcr. Dur- 
ing tlie many years I served in the ■listrict, 
there has been no actions of false imprisonment 
in consequence of -any arrest made by mo avhile 
in charge of the Cromwell police st.ation. My 
conduct has been taken notice ef by the General 
Government of New Zealand. I hold in writing 
in my possession the approbation of the Honor- 
able Mr Stafford and the Colonial Government 
of New Zealand, for acts performed in connec- 
tion with my duties as a police officer during 
my time in the district. — I am, Ac.,

The Order of Oddfellows. 

Among friendly Bocieties throughout the 
world, •' where the English language is 
spoken, and where English , custome prerail, 
the Munch ester Unity continues to hold first 
place, not only in respect of numbers and 
funds, but in the promotion : of that policy 
which tends to ensure in perpetuity the 
philanthropic objects for which the Society 
was originally desired.”

Balf a million of 
men spread throughout the civilised world, 
but bound together for purposes as useful 
and pure as any that can inspire the human 
heart. The financial returns for 1873 show 
receipts £608,806 7s 9d, and payments 
£392,624 19s 4d, leaving a total gain of 
£216,241 11s 6d, equal to nine shillings per 
member throughout the Society. For 1874, 
the approximate gain is stated at £229,398 
6s 8d, and at the commencement of the 
current year the estimated estimated capital 
of the Order was £2,706,336 16s 4d,
